IF NOT LOWEST, WHO WAS AND WHY WERE THEY NOT AWARDED: 
Environmental Systems Research Institute (ESRI) was 
the lowest bidder for supplying hardware, software 

and related services for the City's GIS. After a very 
thorough selection process, including on site vendor 
demonstrations, the GIS selection committee determined 
ESRI's bid was not cost effective and responsible for 
the following reasons: 


A. ESRI bid software that they are still testing on 
hardware that you can't buy yet. This problem was 
exemplified during ESRI's on site demonstration. They 
could not provide the computer model listed in their 
bid response. 


B. ESRI's GIS product, ARC/INFO, was much harder to learn 
than Intergraph's product. This would lead to signifi- 
cant delays in training City personnel to use the system 
to maintain digital maps. 


C. The look and feel of ESRI's software was much more 
primitive as compared to Intergraph. 


D. ESRI's Database Management System (DBMS) is an out- 
of-date, static product. 


ES It would be significantly more difficult to get ESRI's 
product to work with NIPSCO's computer mapping system 
and digital mapping products. This could lead to major 
problems with the City maintaining the digital base map 
and upholding its end of the bargain in the cooperative 
mapping project. 


F. From a software technology perspective, ESRI has some 
internal problems with the support and enhancement of 
its software product ARC/INFO. 


Based on the above reasons the GIS selection committee felt 
Intergraph, the next lowest bidder, provide a more cost 
effective, well rounded offering for GIS hardware, software 
and related services. 


EFFECT OF PASSAGE: The City is seeking to establish 
a Geographic Information System (GIS). This project would 


be a cooperative effort with local agencies and utilities 
to build and maintain a digital (computer) base map of 
Fort Wayne/Allen County. The benefits of this type of 
regional geographic resource are many, including: 


A. More efficient and cost effective methods of main- 
taining City right-of-way, water utility, sewer utility 
and street light maps. 


В. Fostering Public/Private partnerships in addressing 
infrastructure planning and maintenance activities. 


Ge Powerful geographic analysis capabilities which can be 
applied to all City departments and functions. 


D. A potential revenue source for the City. Various 
subscription fees could be charged to utilities and 
other agencies to access the regional geographic 
information system. 


EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE: Not approving the purchase of GIS 
hardware, software and related services would have the 
following implications: 


А. City departments would continue to create and update 
thousands of maps in an extremely dated, inefficient 
and less than cost effective method. 


в. The window for establishing a regional geographic 
information system, through cooperative methods, would 
be missed. 


C. The potential for establishing a long term revenue 
Stream for access to digital map data would be lost. 


D. City departments could not apply the analytical 
capabilities a GIS would offer to the pressing 
infrastructure, environmental, public safety and 
economic development problems facing Fort Wayne.
